It is 
ion of power and the spread 
ation that leads nations to 
increase in numbers and territory, The 
possession of wealth and any circam- 
stances that favour improvements in 
the physical characteristics of races 
tend to make them powerful, Iu 
Southern Enrope, among the Pelasgians, 
Italians and Greeks, it was the physical 
configuration of Greece that gave to its 
inhabitants the opportunity to excel in 
8, in commercial activity, 
and in political wisdom, Europe has, 
as history shows, undoubtedly benefited 
by the westward march of Asiatic 
races, which have after the other 
gone into that voutinent, imparting to 
it a reinvigorated life and communicat- 
ing uew social and civilizing elements. 

Iu the history of Rome the Gauls 
appeared firat, aud two centuries later 
the Ciwbri and Tentons, one race 
pressing on the heels of another. After 
the Ganle aud Cimbri were subdued, 
the Tentonio race gave the Romans 
much to do all through the early oeu- 
turies of the empire, for whether Goths, 
Lombards or Vandals, all were of the 
German stock. Later came the Avars 
and Haus, aud then the Turks.

But in Obinese history we find facts 


which reveal to us the causes of tl 
western march of races, The ad 
tage possessed by nomad races on the 
high plateaux of Asia, is that they 
obtain food and wealth withont any 
Inbour but that of tending their horses 
and flocks, ‘Tbe nomad races live upon 
ehoop, and lead an onsy life, being 
always in the saddle when not in their 
touts, They have no need to bend 
their backs to guide the plough. They 
acquire vigour and wealth without that 
humiliation, In past ages Chinese his- 
tory telle us of three or more great a 
warlike shepherd races that ruled wide 
territories. The Usun people formed a 
powerful stato north of Use ‘Tion-sban 
mountains, and before the Ch 
ocoupied lauds which now bel 
Russia, but partly to Chin: 
wore a blue-eyed people with red beards, 
and presumably ‘Teutonic, They had 
180,000 fighting men, But they wore 
not so powerful as the Hsiung Nu, their 
Eastern neighbours, who occupied Mon- 
golia aud belonged to the Tarkish race. 
Theso formed the most powerfal nom- 
ad Empire the Chinese ave ever 
kuowir, and their wars bad a great effect 
se aud Earopean history, 
Having strong fighting propensities 
they set the neighbouring races in 
movement all round them.
